Canada is not in 
a position, (inanoially, to carry out 
tJiosc terniK. She has not been at any 
time since 1875; and tiio [icople of 
British Columbia must make up their 
minda to accept the best that Ca- 
nada can do for them and rest 
content. We hope that our read- 
ers will jiGruao the Minister's 
remarks carefully; for wo know that 
an attempt has been niado to deceive 
them as to tho true intontion.i of tlic 
Dominion Oovcrnment in respect of 
Island Eailway construction. The 
selection of a routo on tho Mainland is 
still undecided Should the road be 
carried to Skeonamouth its couHtnic- 
tion or non-construction would be a 
matter of very little interest or profit 
to British Columbians of the present 
day. In our opinion, however, the 
choice is narrowed down to Bute or 
Burrard Inlet. Let us hope the fii'st 
may be selected; but should tho choice 
fall on the latter it would l)e infinitely 
better for the prosperity of tliis place 
than if tho road were carried to Skeena 
River. _ 

THE BALLOT. 

When tho Democrats in the United 
States Congress bogan.thoir manoeuvres 
for the nullification of tho election laws, 
th« crippling of tho Executive author- 
ity, tho establishment of State supre- 
macy over the nation, and in general 
wiping out, as they expressed it, of all 
tho legislation of the war period, the 
New York Tribune declared that thoy 
were engaged in a conspiracy for tho 
destruction of free elections. Every 
day since then has multiplie<l the evid- 
ences of their deep-laid plan to remove 
the safeguards from the polls. No 
reasonable and impartial observer of 
the course of affairs in AVashington can 
now doubt that the xeprcsentativea of 
the party in Congress have deliberately 
get themselves to so hamper the laws 
that at the next Presidential election 
tho protection of thn ballot-l)ox will be 
entrusted exclusive!}' to tiie White 
Leagues and Rifle Clubs of the South, 
and the repeaters, shoulder hitters, 
dram sellers, and unnaturalized foreign- 
ers of the large Northern cities. What 
will be the consequence when tho wolf 
keeps the fold, the Tnbnne says, wo 
know too well. At the North tho 
Democracy has always been notorious 
for its hostility to all manner of pre- 
cautions against election frauds. It 
opposed registration, opposed tho ap 
pointment of supervisors, opposed non- 
partisan managers of the polling-placos, 
opposed the most obvious regulations 
for tho verification of the count, and 
when it has had the chance it has 
cheated, and bullied, and created scan- 
dals which will always GU a black page 
in our political history. At the South 
it is quite within the mark to say that 
tho Democratic party has never made 
a pretence of valuing a free ballot. Tho 
right of voting there has always been 
looked upoii as the exclusive right of 
tho white Democrats. When the suff- 
rage was conferred upon the negro the 
chivalry considered that act of justice 
a monstrous exercise of the tyranny of 
their conquerors. For a while they re- 
fused to take any part in elections, and 
when they grew tired of thi.s ruinous 
policy they came back to tho polling 

S laces with guns in their hands and 
rove the negroes away. The plain 
English of the situation is that the 
Southern Democi-at has no concoptioii 
of a free ballot; the idea of such a 
thing is repugnant to all his political 
liotions, and there never has been the 
freo suffrage in the Soutli except under 
tho protection of tho United States 
Government.

Xo! tlie.ie 
blots on tho fair surface of our Order do- 
tract not from tiie north of tho Order 
itself, Those who make use of such 
-arguments to condemn the system are 
but feeble ar^'uors. f^ittle bettor are 
thoso who despise and slander the craft 
beo-i-usii of its socresy, Let luo assure 
you from this sacred pl.ico should 
any bo hero tluis prejudiced, that in 
its socrocy there is nothing from 
the beginning to tho end that has 
not the only object — to make a man love 
the brotherhood, fear CJod and Honor the 
King, Based upon tho tlu-eo groat \-irtucS| 
paitU, Hope and Charity, it reiterates the \ 
words of St. Vi\u\, "Tho greatest of tlisso 
is Charity."

IKrom tl'.e Ottawa "Citizen," June 7.] 
In a speech .at Hamilton on tho 2i!d of 
Juno Hon. Dr. Tuppor, apoukiiig of tho 
Pacific Railway and the deti-actors of tho 
Government . policy, said: — "They uro 
telling tho people this Government has 
swept aside Mr» Mackenzie's schomo by 
tho Buirard Thlet and going to Vancou- 
ver Island, which must cost sorao §20,- 
000, CKX), and then thoy say we want that 
money to be spout in corruption ? (Cheers.) 
We aro not prepared to abandon tho Bur- 
rard Inlet route. Wo said you have in 
tho first instance to p.ass through a long, 
difficult tract of country, and you are un- 
der this difficulty when you build your 
railway to Biirrard Inlet. Tho day ni.ay 
come— .although I trust it may never 
come — ivhon v. o will not have thcso peace- 
ful relations with our neighbors. Tho 
connection with the Burrard Inlet i-oute 
runs under an American island, San Juan. 
We aay by oneo^ line of 60 miles they can 
tap our route and carry the whole trade 
of tho country down to Holmes Harbor, 
aud budd up another San Francisco, as 
Canada has built up a Portland. (Hear, 
and applause.) Wo don't say, although 
thoso aro objoctions, that thoy aro fatal. 
As the route to Bute Inlet is 07 miles 
longer, if we do not find by exploring tho 
Pine Iliver that we can ttaco a fertile 
country closer to tho Pacific, wo may bo 
lirought to adopt the policy Mr. Macken- 
zie adopted. By a rapid exploration wo 
will settle the question whether wo can 
do so, and locato tho construction «f tho 
Canada Pacific Railway on a route that 
will furnish tho line with trafiic. The 
whole story is a in.atter of their concoc- 
tion. They have deliberately aflfirmcd 
that I ho route wo intended to construct 
was not on tho mainland. The time, u-ill 
come i(7i('n r'aiifoiu't'r Idand, with its nu- 
iiteroitf deiMxits of iron, surrounded bij its 
priciUss fisheries, will find it no very diffi- 
cult matter to constnut ISS miles of road 
on that Island. But in the wwanh'me the 
work that tee propose to do is on the M'ain- 
land. "
